The re-opening of the royal grain 
enquiry appeal, set for an early nate, 
may again be postponed on the ap¬ 
plication of the grain interests. This 
may lie a right of the gram com¬ 
panies,and it might Ire justice, but it 
is curtuinly a test on the patience oi 
the public and particularly the grain 
growers. There are intricacies of the 
law which permit of'much delay and 
jockeying, and there is a justified 
claim that these are sometimes used 
us a means of advantage rather than 
oi justice. The grain growers are 
satisfied that there is something 
wrong in the methods of purchase ana 
murketing their product, and tl.eir 
conclusion is backed by many aim 
serious chaiges made against the 
gsain buyers. The royal commission 
was halted in their investigations by 
an injunction. And there you are. 
The federal government has appealer! 
against this injunction, and is pres¬ 
sing the matter of continuing the in¬ 
quiry into the handling of grain in 
Western Canada as un important duty 
und with a view to amending legisla¬ 
tion so as to give the grain grown 
the squat e deal that is his due. We 
n.ay be misinformed os to process and 
form, and all that kind of thing, in 
connection with law, but we humbly 
submit our contention that if there 
were not something wrong somewhere 
there could be a quick and honest-to- 
goodness survey of the whole situa¬ 
tion. And that is what we want, am 
that is what the farmer wants.

MEIGHEN STATES 

POLICY ON TARIFF 


E STABUSHED 1873 


Arthur MetKhen at i'urtage La Prairie 
gave detail of plan for handling 
of Wheat and Other Grains 


Opening Speech of Campaign at Pott¬ 
age La Prairie in which, he un¬ 
folds Banner of his Party 

(From Albertan) 


C ANADIAN farmers should 
raise more .cattle. Pro - 
fits are high and the country 
needs more of them. The 
Bank of Hamilton is prepared 
to extend financial support on 
most favorable terms. 


In a speech which had tieen very 
eagerly awaited, especially through- 
■out the west, Rt. Hon. Arthur Mei¬ 
ghen, prime minister, tonight an¬ 
nounced the government’s policy in 
regard to the grain trade. 

“What I propose,” said Mr. Mei- 
ghen, in making his announcement, “is 
a system of voluntary pool, not of 
wheat alone, but of the principal 
grains grown in this country, such 
pool to be handled by a government 
board, constituted on the plan of the 
wheat board, receiving and disposing 
of grain by a system similar to that 
followed by the Canadian wheat board 
under Mr, Stewart. I do not propose 
that this board alone shall receive and 
dispose of western grain. I do not 
propose that the present grain-hand¬ 
ling agencies be put out of business, 
but I propose that through a federal 
grain board the farmer shall have an 
alternative method which he can adopt 
if he desires, a method similar to that 
which wb6 open to him for the crop 
that he sold to the wheat board In 
1919. 

“I propose before next year a Cana¬ 
dian grain board clothed with such 
powers as will enable it to function, 
that will receive grain placed volun¬ 
tarily wjth jt by farmers and that will 
have power to enable it to hold and 
dispose of that grain to the best ad¬ 
vantage, to give the farmer the bene¬ 
fit of mixing, if the board decides 
that mixing should be done, to give 
the farmer the benefit of any average, 
if averages result, and to give him 
the full return of the crop that he pro¬ 
duced, less only actual and necessary 
cost. I know there are difficulties in 
the way and I am not blind to them, 
but the difficulties must only stimu¬ 
late. They must not thwart. 


Right Hon. Arthur Meighen, prime | 
minister, laid down the main lines of 
the government campaign. In his 
home county of the prairies, he raised 
the flag of protection as he raised it 
at London. 

“Are we going to continue the pro¬ 
tective system or are we not?" he 
queried. “That is the question.” He 
did not now and never had believed 
in a high protective tariff. He did 
not believe that such a tariff would be 
just to the west. He did not think it 
best for the whole country, for the 
spur of outside competition under Jhir 
conditions was good, but he was im¬ 
movable against the “platform of 
Messrs. Wood and Cuerar;” he was 
against the “Mackenzie King Liberal 
platform” from the first line to the 
last. He charged Mr. King with 
“flagrant apostasy” on the tariff is¬ 
sue; he thought the fiscal platform of 
the National Progressives would bring 
disaster to the whole country and not 
merely disaster to a few. 

Canada, more than any other coun¬ 
try, Mr. Meighen urged, needed the 
protective system. In this regard, he 
emphasized proximity to the United 
States with its great industrial devel¬ 
opment. The whole world was pro¬ 
tective—Great Britain had adopted 
laws which constituted protection of 
the most effective kind. Any country 
which thought it. could compete with 
a protective country, while its own 
barriers were dow’n, was spurning the 
lessons of two hundred years. 

As to the “sub-divided” opposition, 
never was one so bereft of cause of 
complaint. And the electos would 
have regard to practice and perform¬ 
ance of faithful work, rather than to 
“reckless and irresponsible agitators, 
to malignant criticism and to specious 
rnd impossible promises.” 

’ he exclaimed in his 
" '• -for what kind of gov¬ 

ernment do you vote if you vote 
against the government ? Can any¬ 
body answer that question? You do 
not imagine that Mr. Crerar and the 
Wood-Crerar party would be in power 
alone. Surely you do not imagine 
that. You do not imagine Mr. Mac¬ 
kenzie King and his dupes will be in 
power alone. I do not think you im¬ 
agine that. What kind of a govern¬ 
ment then do you think you would 
vote for if you voted against the pres¬ 
ent administration? Nobody knows. 
It would be a discordant repercussion 
of- log-rolling groups in which each 
group would have to betray the elect¬ 
ors who supported it and out of lyhich 
no policy could be evolved l^sed on 
any principle whatever. It would 
mean only temporary triumph for 
chicanery and infidelity .and the pros¬ 
titution, of trust.”

THIRTY CENTURIES AGO

the results of an examination of 
numerous -Egyptian mummies that 
were buried along the Nile. Not only 
were there existent diseases that are 
now attributed to microbes, but also 
there were malformations, Potts dis¬ 
ease, rickets and flat feet, as well as 
corns and bunions. In some of the 
bodies, Dr. Jaures found distinct evi¬ 
dence of tubercular lesions in lungs, 
while microscopic examinations of 
hardened tissue revealed cirrhosis of 
the liver, abscesses and gallstones.
